About Time and Unity 


IRECT and reliable news from 
the Communist Party of China 
reaches here only with difficulty. 
So when we do get something as 
authoritative as the statement of 
the Communist Central Committee, 
published in the Daily Worker yes- 
terday, it deserves our closest at- 
tention. For the Communist Party 
shares with the Kuomintang Party 
responsibility for national unity in 
China and for organizing national 
resistance to Japanese aggression. 
The first point which the Party 
makes in reviewing the world situa- 
tion at the end of five years of 
war in China is that the basis ex- 
ists for a United Nations victory 
over Hitler in Europe in 1942. This 
perspective became realistic with 
the conclusion of the Anglo-Soviet 
Treaty, the US.-Soviet agreement 
and the accord to open the Second 
Front. ö 
The second main point the Party 
makes it that if the Soviet Union, 
Britain and the United States have 
sufficient grounds for believing the 
defeat of Hitler possible in 1942, 
then China, Britain and the United 
States have sufficient grounds for 
believing the defeat of Japan pos- 
sible next year. 


The third main point is that the 
United Nations have not only the 
certainty of victory on a world 
scan, but they also have now a 
precise policy for the post-war 
world. This policy is contained in 
the Atlantic Charter, the Pact of 
the United Nations and the Anglo- 
American-Soviet, agreements. These 
principl Cc security, no 
territorial expansion, non- inter- 
ference in internal affairs, and free 
choice of political system—repre- 
sent the common hope of the peo- 
ples throughout the world. 

The Communist Party, therefore, 
supports these declarations and on 
the basis of the principles enunci- 
ated in them states its intention 
to cooperate in joint efforts with all 
patriotic Chinese parties in the re- 
construction of a new world and a 
new China after the war.

OW does the Party see post- 
war reconstruction in China? 
This is basic to the whole problem 
of unity. : 
First, post-war China must be a 
completely independent state treat- 
ed by all other nations on the basis 
of full equality. Second, China must 
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weil-being of all the people and not 
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talist state—neither a state domi- 
nated by the capitalist class nor a 
state dominated by the working 
class. Nor will it be a state domi- 
nated by a combination of feudal 
landowners and foreign imperialist 
interests. It envisions a state led by 
the democratic coalition of capi- 
talists, workers and farmers. And 
in a country like China, this means 
a people's state. 


Such development is possible and 


it will take place if other anti-Japa- 
nese forces in China adopt a sim- 
ilarly cooperative and far-seeing 
approach. 


Hitler Stakes All in Fear of 


Second Front, Says Pravda 


(By Wireless to Inter-Continent News) 

MOSCOW, July 21—The American-British-Soviet 
alliances of mutual aid and the fear of a second front 
are forcing Hitler to seek a speedy decision on the 
Eastern Front, no matter what the loss in materials 
and men, K. Velikanov writes in Pravda. 

“During the preparations for the 1942 summer cam- 
paign,” Velikanov says in an article entitled Reverse 
Side of the Medal in Hitler's Summer Campaign, “the 
German press repeatedly stressed that events of a 
decisive nature would take place on the Soviet- 
German front. Concern for the future was still fur- 
ther increased in the enemy's camp following the 
conclusion of the Anglo-Soviet treaty alliance and 
the Soviet-American agreements on principles of 
mutual aid. The fear of a second front in Europe 
impels Hitler to seek a speedy decision in the war. 
Heavy losses in men and material are steadily under- 
mining the German war machine and preparing 
ground for its defeat.” 

HITLER DESPERATE 

No “reorganization” can change the organic de- 
fects of the German war economy, declares Velikanov. 
Restricted sources of German raw material and an 
acute labor shortage are having a paralyzing effect 
on all attempts to overtake American tempo and 
scope of production. 

The Hitlerites dre using every device to get their 
soldiers to fight, telling them that Germany's fate 
depends on the outcome of present operations, says 
the Pravda article. 


* 


Velikanov reports that a military observer writing 
in a German weekly called Militarische Korrespon- 
dentz au Deutschland said that victory or defeat 
hangs on the present battle. The observer reports 
how Goebbels emphasized the necessity “to achieve 
victory at any cost.” 

This testified, said Velikanov, that the Hitler 
clique is determined to ignore all sacrifices and losses 
to achieve success in the current campaign. Owing 
to heavy losses of materials and men, Hitler is forced 
to bring into action his main reserves and is de- 
pleting his army stores as well. 


NAZIS OPEN IN WEST 

Velikanov explains that Hitlers main forces are 
on the Eastern Front, In April Hitler declared in the 
Reichstag that for every RAF raid, the Luftwaffe 
would retaliate with heavy raids on industrial cen- 
ters of Great Britain. Considerable time has passed 
since the RAF raid on Cologne and as yet the Luft- 
waffe has only engaged in “symbolic” replies. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung, explaining the weakness 
of German air activity against England, attributed it 
to “preoccupation” with other fronts, Pravda says. 

In other words, Pravda points out, the German 


} newspaper is compelled to admit that the German 


air force is completely occupied on the Soviet front 
and is unprepared to carry on attacks on two fronts. 

The artice ends with a plea for an anti-Hitler 
coalition which will bring the war to a victorious 
conclusion.

Below is a copy of a letter I sent to the owner of the 
Boston Braves:

I know that your primary interest is to build a strong 
National League entry for Boston and that you would 
spare nothing within yourgmeans to do this.

Enclosed is a clipping taken from last Friday’s issue & 
of the Boston Traveler giving Judge Landis’s views on 
the hiring of Negro ball players. There has never been { 
a Negro ball player on any major league club. There seemed * 
to be an unwritten law about not hiring Negro ball players. 
From time to time I have seen articles about a campaign 
to end this un-democratic discrimination in America’s 
number one pastime, but it seemed that the OK to go 
ahead was needed from Judge Landis. Now this OK has 
come and I can think of no better way for you to not only 
strengthen the Braves, but also lead the way to other 
major league owners by showing America that baseball 
is not only a big business but it is really a part of our 
American democracy. By being the first owner to hire a 
Negro ball player, you would honor not only yourself but 
all of Boston and baseball as well. 


There are several great Negro ball players that are 
as good as some of our greatest major league-stars. The 
great Satchell Paige, for instance, is known to all. Joe 
Di Maggio has said that Paige is the greatest pitcher he 
has ever batted against. Everyone knows of Paige’s abil- 
ities as a pitcher but there are many more Negro players 
that most of us have never heard of that could make the 
major leagues easily. The catcher Josh Gibson has hit 
balls in major league parks farther than any major league 
player has ever hit one. The leading teams in the Negro 
baseball leagues could very easily make the first division 
in either one of the major leagues.
